It was very kind of you to see me on Friday last 
and afford me an opportunity of outlining to you some 
of the difficulties which Barcelona Traction, Light 
and Power Company is experiencing in Spain. 

As promised, I am enclosing in duplicate a memo- 
randum which I dictated recently, giving a brief history 
of the undertaking and indicating some of the problems 
with which it is faced. 

I feel confident that it will be helpful to your 
friend when discussing the matter with General Franco 
during his proposed visit to Spain. I hope it will enable 
him to secure a better understanding between the company 
and the Spanish Government and, once this has been esta- 
blished, there should be no difficulty in reaching a 
settlement satisfactory and fair to all interests concerned, 
viz., the company, the bondholders, the shareholders, and 
the Spanish Government. 

We discussed the power shortage in certain coun- 
tries.
